A National Union Convention is to be held
in Philadelphia on the 14th of August, proxi
io, to be composed of dclegates from all the
the States, and four from each one of the States
at large. The official call for the convention
requires that such delegates agree to the pro.
position that “The Union of the Statesis in
all cases indissoluble and perpetual, and that
there is ne right anywhere to dissolve the
Union or Lo separate States from the Govern-
ment.”” Of course this is not to be discussed.

This is a move preparatory to the organiza-
tion, or strengthening, of a party (o contest
the supremacy of the Radicals in th: Govern-
ment, We are called on to unite with

Prof. Hanckel’s Report.

We have the roport on “‘The Colored People
and Fregdmen of South Caroling,” by Rey. J.
Stuart Haxcker, Agent of the Diocesan
Board of Missions, which is published by order
of said Board. It is printed neatly in pamph-
let form, and con much reliable informa-
tion as to the tru® condition of freedmen in
the lower part of this State. Prof. HaxckkL
reports the freemen in a ““frightfully demoral-
ized” condition. We make the following ex-
tract from thisreport :

*“*Another point worthy of note, is the scarci-
ty of labor (in the precinets visited by your
agent) instead of the apprehended redundauce.
Very fow planters have sccured the numher of
hands they require, and would be glad to em-
ploy, and all certify to a mysterious disappear-
ance of the negroes, computed by hundreds or
thousands, lnquiries at the points whither
they were reported to have gone, have failed
to trace thewm in any direction. Discase has
swepl away its thousaunds, the army has ab-
sorbed many of the able-bodied, many bave
swarmed to the cities, towns and villages, but
a large number remaius to be accounted for.

‘“ Next of mortality among the freedmen.
Several intelligent planters gave us ns their
experience, that twenty per cent. had died in
the past yoar, and that very few children have
been born. On the islunds where the super-
vision nnd care of the whiles has been wholly
withdrawn, the mortality, there is every reason
to suppose, has been far greater. A return to
industry, in place of utter idleness and vice;
to settled habits, in place of aimless vagrancy;
1o oiganizuiion and order, in place of riot an
misrule; and to that supervision and care from
the whites to which they have been so long ac-
customed, ean wlone avert (at this rete of mor-
tality, with small or no increase) speedy cx
termination.”

Terrible Conflagration.
PorTrLaxp, Maine, July 6,

A terrible confiagration ocourred here yes~
terday, the wind blowing a gale at the time,
The fire originated on Commercial street and
swepk over o space of one mile and a half in
longth by a quarter of & mile wide, destroyin
everything in its course, includingall the bu-~
siness portion of the city, exoeping the heavi-
est business houses. Several churches and all
the newspaper offices were burned. Public
buildings and many dwelling: were also des-
stroyed. Fifty bouses were blown up in the
endeavor to check the progress of the fire.—
‘The Custom Ilvuse fire-prool building escaye:l.
The loes is 50 enormous that at present it can-
not be estimated. A thousaud teuts have becn
sent to the houseless people. The destruction
is 50 complete that persons cau hurdly tell
whiere their houses were.

Another nccount andds that the delails of the
great fire show it to Lhave been terribly disas-
trous. All the newspaper and lusurancee
offices, bauks and lotels, eight clurches and
one vonvent, achools, Inwyers offices, including
o valunble library, aud nearly every promin-
ent business house in the city were burned, as
well us & great number of private dwellings.
The number of houses consumed is two thou-
sand. Loss estimated at ten millions. The
churches not burned are appropriated to she
houseless, and a commitlee are engaged in en-
deavoring to alleviate the distress of the suf-
ferers. The flames are still troublesome, and
in different parts of the city. Nearly all the
hose bursted and aeveral fire engines were
used up.

Important Declsion.
Bavrmaone, July 8.

Judge Bowie, Chief Justice of the Court of
Appeals, rendered an important decision under
the civil rights bill, in the case of the Common-
wealth against Somers, for beating a negro.
It was contended by counsel that, according
to the laws of Maryland, a negro wius mnota
competent witness ngainst a white man. The
magistiate decided that the said law was null
aud void, nnd bl been abrogated and super-
ceded by the civil rights bill, and required
bail, which Somers refused to give, any was
committed. Application was made to Judge
Bowie for a writ of habeas corpus, which he
declined to grant, giving & written opinion
sustsining the magistrate. He ndmits that
there are doubts as to the constitutionelity of
the civil rights bill on other points, ye« not
seeing clearly a breach of the Federal Consti-
tution on a particular point bearing on this
cage, following usage and the decisions of the
highest Courts, he was bound to assume that
Congress hiad not violated the constitutional
obligations and passed an unconstitutional act.

'Bo far
as we cnn learn it appears that Mr. Rheit was
riding along a eauseway, on the side of which
the murderer had concealed himself, wnder
cover of an undergrowth of brush—and that
after passing a distence of ten feet, he was
ghot from the rear with a double barrelled gun,
loaded with duek ghot. Mr. Rhett was struck
in the lefl arm and side, the shot parently
penetrating the lung. He rode but ashort dis-
tance before falling from his horse, and died
where he had fallen, in about three quarters of
an hour. He gave no clue to the gnurderer.
Drs. Mitchell and Geddings, who were in the
immediate vicinity, could discover no trace of
him. An inquest will be held by Coremer
Whiting to-day.— Charlesion Courier,
